Joanna  Hawley  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the 
First  Church  of  Marblehead,  appearing  on  the  records  of  its 
formation,  Aug.  13,  1684.  Her  husband’s  name  was  probably 
AVilliam.  She  died  about  April,  1717.

Nov.  27,  1715,  Mary,  daughter  of  Joseph  Hawley,  was 
baptized.  1724,  William,  son  of  Benjamin  Hawley,  was  bap- 
tized. Dec.  25,  1726,  Mehitabel,  daughter  of  Thomas  and 
Hannah  Hawley,  was  baptized.  Feb.  7, 1739,  William  Nichol- 
son married  Elizabeth  Hawley.  Nov.  25,  1768,  Simon  Caswell 
married  Sarah  Hawley.'V’DcltlseT' 

The  last  five  I find  no  further  record  of. 


Righard  PIawley,  painter,  was  born  probably  Oct.  1,  1698. 
Pie  does  not  appear  to  be  the  son  of  .Joanna,  though  he  may 
be.  He  married  a Mary,  and  died  about  July,  1773.  She 
died  in  April,  1791.

Shapley  Hawley  died  about  July,  1784,  and  Joseph  Hawley 
was  appointed  administrator  on  his  estate  July  17,  1784. 
Joseph  then  lived  in  Andover. 


From  records  of  the  Second  Parish  of  Marblehead  : — 
Joseph  Hawley,  son  of  Shapley  Hawley,  was  born  in 
Marblehead  in  1729;  married  Anna  Pearce  Sept.  24,  1750; 
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she  died,  and  he  married  Hannah  Pearce  Nov.  26,  1756.  He 
died  in  Andover  Dec.  31,  1797.  Aged  68.

Mary  or  Polly  Hawley,  baptized  July  6,  1766 ; married 
Ezekiel  Frye  of  Andover,  March  8,  1792;  died  in  Dedham, 
Me.,  May  26,  1864.  Aged  98.  Her  husband  died  April  24, 
1824. 

William  Hawley,  baptized  Feb.  19,  1769. 

Hannah  Hawley,  baptized  March  1,  1772;  married  James 
Barnard  Sept.  6,  1791,  and  died  in  Brewer,  Me. 


Samuel  Hawley,  son  of  Joseph,  was  born,  as  reported  on 
church  records,  in  1757,  but  according  to  the  record  of  his 
death,  in  1760.  He  died  in  Danville,  Vt.,  in  1827.  Aged  67. 
He  married  Hannah  Abbott,  in  Andover,  Jan.  1,  1788.  She 
died,  and  he  married  Sarah  Frye  of  Andover.

Aged  5 
months. 

William  Hawley  (father),  died  Oct.  23,  1819.  Aged  about 
50.  His  widow  married  Abiel  Abbott,  June  21,  1822;  he 
died  in  1828.  She  was  born  Jan.  19,  1772,  and  died  Feb.  19, 
1847.  Aged  75. 


William  (Abbott)  Hawley  was  born  in  Andover,  April  13, 
1812.  He  married  Thirza  Miller  of  Springfield,  Nov.  2,  1836. 
They  lived  in  Northampton.  He  was  editor  of  the  “ Hamp- 
shire Gazette  ” from  1836  to  1853,  and  was  a member  of  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives  in  1846,  and  of  the 
Senate  in  1847  and  1848.  Was  quartermaster  in  the  Union 
army.  Died  in  Alexandria,  Va.,  Dec.  24,  1863.  His  wife  died 
in  Chicago,  Dec.  24,  1860.
